Gallagher’ Quits; 
Financial Reasons 


Administrative officials of Sacramento State College have 
indicated their surprise at the unexpected resignation earlier 
this week of Dr. Buell G. Gallagher, Chancelior of the California 


State College svstem. 


Gallagher’s intention to return to his post as President of 
City College of New York was announced Tuesday after a seven 


month term in his state office here. 


Reasons given by the 


Chancellor for his decision included finances, personal and 


professional matters. 

A difference in Gallagher’s 
future pension benefits would 
result from the fact that New 
York pension credits cannot 
be transferred io the Califor- 
nia system. Also underlying 
hig acceptance of the urgent 
invitation to return to CCNY 
wag that expected housing in 
this state was not provided 
for him and his wife. 

Aittacks on Gallagher ody 
John Birch Society members 
were blamed by Governor 
Edmund G. Brown for the 
loss of the first head of the 
recently established college 
system. The chancellor also 
met, criticism from the Amerti- 
can Legion for his opinion 
that Communist speakers 
should be allowed to speak on 
state college campuses in a 
debate situation. 

In an interview exclusive 
to The State Hornet last sem- 
ester, Gallagher said that pol- 
iey concerning speakers of un- 
popular political or religious 
points of view was in the 
hands of the individual state 
eolleges, “ . .. the student 
who wants to know about

Contemporary Dancer 


Appears Wednesday 


Merce Cunningham, a lead- 
ing figure in contemporary 
American dance, and his 
four-member dance company 
will appear in a special pro- 
gram here Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 21, 

The program, sponsored by 
the Convocation Planning 
Committee and the Academic 
Enrichment Committee, will 
be at 3 pm. in the Little 
Theater. 

This year a_ recipient of 
the Dance Magazine Award 
for outstanding achievement 
in contemporary dance, Cun- 
ningham has been described 
by Time Magazine as “the 
most consistently daring ex- 
perimenter in the field.” 

His company has toured ex- 
tensively in the United States, 
and he has made several 
European tours with his lead- 
ing dancer, Carolyn Brown 
and musicians John Cage 
and David Tudor, who will 
appear with him in the pro- 
gram here, 

Prior to the formation of 
the company in 1953, Cun- 
ningham presented solo pro- 
grams, beginning in 1947. He 
appeared in several U. S. 
tours and also many trans- 
continental tours, 

Cunningham is also active 
as a teacher, both at his 
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stents 


studio in New York City and 
as guest instructor in num- 
erous colleges and univere 
sities. He held the first po 
sition as dancer-in-residence 
at the University of Iilinois 
in 1959. 


For the past four years, 
Cunningham, and his company 
have been in residence at the 
Connecticut College School 
of the Dance. There they 
have also participated in the 
annual American Dance Fes- 
tival, giving the first perfore 
mances of five of Cunning- 
ham’s major works, 

David Tudor, who with 
John Cage will accompany 
Cunningham, is known as 
America’s “far-out” pianist, 
He does not limit hig music to 
the keyboard, but produceg 
all manner of tones and 
noises on the piano strings,

It is the responsibility of Inter-Fraternity Couneil and 
Panhellenic Council to realize the harm caused by exces- 
givs competition amor g the fraternities and sororities and 
to take the initiative in eliminating it Competition has 
increased to the point where it is no longer healthy and 
detracts greatly from their basic functions as closely knit 


social organizutions. 


When rushing becomes for all practical purposes a 

‘round activity with the groups continuously vying 
or new members, a cutthroat existence results. The con- 
test for membership creates conflict out of proportion to 
its importance and leads to unfair rushing procedures. 
Campus activities which thrive on the participation of

bargaining ceunter of great 
dimensions. 
Tariff Greatest Issue 

There are indications that 
Kennedy will make the tariff 
bil) his most important issue 
for this congressional session. 
even to the extent of sacrific- 
ing much or all of his New 
Frontier legislation. He has 
launched his campaign with 
speeches before the National 
Asseeiation of Manufacturers 
and the AFL-CIO, calling on 
labor to restrict wage de- 
mands and industry to main- 
tain competitive prices. Pass- 
ing his needed legislation. will 
require the active support of 
both business and labor. The 
protectionist forces have a 
strong hold on the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
through which his tariff bill 
and New Frontier legislation 
must pass, 

The administration seems 
optimistic, due largely to the 
improving picture forécast 
for 19@2. It is agreed by most 
experts that any slump be- 
fore the end of the present 
congressional session would 
be near fatul to the tariff 
measure . Kennedy must 
show sign of fiscal responsi- 
bility to gain trust in his tar- 
iff policies.
